Nicodemus was not a C hristian 
w hen Jesus spoke to Him in the 
words of the text: “That w hich 
is born of the flesh is flesh, and 
that w hich is born of the spirit 
is spirit. M arvel not that I said 
unto thee. Ye m ust be born again 
(from above)! 
It is significant 
that the G reek word, ‘anothen,’ 
translated by th e English ‘again,’ 
m eans “from above” in the G reek. 
It is not a m ere repetition of the 
sam e kind of fleshly birth w hich 
caused 
the 
hardened 
literalist 
Nicodemus so m uch 
confusion, 
but a new and higher kind of 
birth, that of the soul, the spirit. 
Man is 
not “w hole” until the 
spirit of God rules in some degree 
his fleshly nature. 
A vigorous 
fleshly body is not possible w ith ­ 
out it.”

Fire Protection 
Enhanced as New 
Station is Bouoht 


P robably the 
greatest single 
factor in th e efforts of the com­ 
m unity to achieve adequate pro­ 
tection against the hazards of fire 
was realized last w eek. A t a cost 
of $5500, th e firehouse, form erly 
located near the T am arisk gate 
at the Torney hospital, w as p u r­ 
chased and w ill be m oved to Ca­ 
thedral City. 
This building, of excellent con­ 
struction. can house adequately 
tw o pieces of fire fighting equip­ 
m ent, has living quarters in the 
rear, and provides the necessary 
space for m eetings of the volun­ 
teer firem en. The structure will 
be placed on the west side of 
C athedral Canyon drive at 3rd 
street. It is hoped th a t eventually 
there will be not only the large 
state-ow ned 
truck 
but also a 
tow n-ow ned unit w hich w ill be 
available for em ergency w ork in 
Cathedral, in the event th at the 
other truck is out of town on a 
tire-fighting mission. 
At last Tuesday night’s mass 
m eeting on the fire control ques­ 
tion. approxim ately tw elve per­ 
sons pledged their financial sup­ 
port to the extent of about $4,000. 
The tow n w ill be required to 
furnish the foundation and apron 
to th e building and the plum bing 
requirem ents for the kitchen and 
lavatories.

Community Unity Gets Results 


Much Accomplished in Cathedral City tor 
Fire Protection as Result of Town Meeting 


By BILL HILLERY 
Unity in a community gets results. That sentence wasn't meant 
as a slogan but I was struck by the community accomplishment at 
the Town Hall when the local fire department, under the sponsor­ 
ship of the chamber of commerce, called a mass meeting to con­ 
sider the purchase of a fire department building. 


It was explained that the per­ 
m anent type fire building at Tor­ 
ney H ospital w hich housed two 
pieces of equipm ent plus living 
quarters for the firem en could be 
purchased and set down in Ca­ 
thedral C ity for $5500, that W al­ 
te r M elrose had m ade a very low 
price of $800 on a suitable lot on 
C athedral Canyon drive below 
the highw ay and th a t it w ould be 
necessary to do some filling, then 
put in a concrete slab for the 
equipm ent portion w hich is 30x36 
and foundation for all. The build­ 
ing is 96 feet long and could not 
be put on the lot next to the 
Tow n H all w hich is 87% feet. 


IT WAS REALIZED the total 
cost com pleted w hich m eans a tile 
roof to comply w ith the Melrose 
tract restrictions and the rem odel­ 
ing of the living quarters would 
bring 
the 
final 
figure 
near 
$10,000. A drive is now underw ay 
to raise $5350 in the comm unity 
to pay for the cham ber of com­ 
merce sponsored m ake-up m oney 
required for the flood control 
w ork. 
Fortunately all the fire 
m oney is not needed now but 
$3500 was needed w ithin a few 
days and this am ount was sub­ 
scribed by a group of half a dozen 
citizens from those present. 
A 
plan of financing w ill be w orked 
out and this fall it will be sub­ 
m itted to the com m unity to be 
retired by our usual m ethod of 
com m unity money raising. 
A ll of the planning is sound 
and should have the united sup­ 
port of the com m unity. This in-

But 
the American way — freedom to 
work and relax as we see fit—is 
what makes this country a great 
place to live. So let’s not change it!
